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The pieiciiiy oil Monhf Ooiiia and the 
St. (iothard for railway tratlic has 
hi'uiight into proiiiinonco u dillieiilt prob- 
lem in vontiliition. It i.s recognized that 
iha present ventilation of the Mont 
Cenia in quite inauflicieiit. The ditt'orence 
of level of the mouths afl'ord litllo or no 
advantage; the air coinpres.singniachine.-i 
do not serve to keep free of smoke tho 
chambers of refuge provided ;>t intervals 
for employees; nor does I lie .suction ap- 
paratus for drar.iug oil' impure air act 
cfljoiently. The prolileni liaa lately ctUad 
forth two thnuglilful uienioir.M. one by M. 
Prcsaol and the other by M. de Kossuth. 

ProHsel Ihinlcs ii would be .successful- 
ly solved on tiie iiriiK'i|)le of producing a 
sensible difTereiice of iliniaity in tho air 
at the two ends of the tunnel. In apply- 
ing this princiiilo elsewhere shafts have 
been made at the extroniitics of tunnels, 
and a draught produced by means of a 
lire kept always burning. Tho costliness 
of this in the case of an .Mpino tunnel is 
ijuito prohibilivc. Ihit M. I'ressel pro- 
posca to cool the air at one pait with wa- 
ter instead of heating it. In tho Alps it 
is easy to find mountain torrents of very 
cool water.. A current of 400 litroa per 
second wbul'd, it is said, cool tho fhaft 
auflicicnily; there need not lie a greater 
ditl'oronce of lempcraluro between the 
shafts than ten degrees centigrade. At 
their outer ends tho pits should bo pro- 
tected against diatnvbanco frein wind. 
Tho mouths of the tunnel should bo 
closed; but^thby need not be hermetically 
closed. ' Variations of exterior tempera- 
ture would require somewhat modified 
arrangements. The system of vontilaticii 
recommended by M. de Kossuth is one 
used in mines. Close one end of tho tun- 
nel with a movable door; open in tho 
aide of the tunnel a short distance from 
this door a passage of large Biection, and 
in this place, say, a CJuihal centri- 
fugal ventilator, to l)o driven by fall 
rif water. 

With delicate means, of measurement 
Herr Kraus has recently proved the exis- 
tence of aphenomenon inall plant organs, 
which is connected with thoir variable 
waterconlont, and consi.sta in a periodical 
swtilling and .contraction in tho twenty- 
four hours. Leaves, &c., docreaao in 
thickness from tho early morning till tho 
afternoon, when they begin to swell again 
attaining a greater size by night than by 
day (this is well seen in agave, aloe, and 
the like). Similarly with buds, flowers, 
green cones, fruit.s, etc., and with stems 
and branches. Uerr Kraus has before 
proved auch n. period in trunks of trees, 
and Here Kraua shows that both wood 
and bark share in it, independently or un- 
itedly. Tho various experiments of Herr 
KrauB — removal of foliage, watering, ahut- 
ing out light, etc., lead to explanation of 
the phenomena by the varying reciprocal 
.action of those factors which bring water 
into tho plant and those which carry it 
away. By night tho only water absorb- 
ing activity depends mainly on the foli- 
age and on the light (removal of leaves 
or of light stops contraction) and 
conaista essentially in transpiration. 
Herr Kraus states that when a plant 
is watered these things occur; in a short 
time, less than an hour, tho stem begimi 
to swell — both wood and bark take part 
in thia, tho wood always lirst. The swell- 
ing progresses at a pretty quiek rate Up- 
ward of aeveral meters per second. After 
some time, perhaps an hour, contraction 
gradually recurs. The contraction be- 
gan at the upper part of an acacia after 
ton minutes, whereas the swelling at the 
lower part continued fifty minute^. This 
shows that the contraction is due to the 
activity of the foliago,and is gradually ex- 
tended downward. 

Trial was inado recently of tlio steamer 
Claremont, built ontheTyne, and fitted 
by Messrs. Douglas it (irant, of Kirk- 
caldy, with engines of an entirely novel 
and original design, rejiresenting in fact, 
a "new departure" in luariiio engineer- 
ing. Tho Claremont ia ISO feet in 
length, by 20 feet in breadth, by 1'.5 feet 
depth of hold, having a carrying capacity 
of about 800 tons. The engines and boil- 
era have been constructed from designs 
and specifications drawn out by Mr.Alex- 
ander Taylor, consulting engineer, New- 
castle. The principle adopted in tho case 
of the engines ia that of having three 
cylindera, three, expansions, and working 
in two crtkn.^. '. 'Siteiiiu; is supplied from a 
stool boirer'ha^ing & Working pressure of 
J 30 lb. per square inch. The cylinders 
are 14 inches, 21^ inches, and 40 inches 
diameter, tlte length of stroke being 33 
incites. At a trial the engines were k^pt 
going at full speed for abotit fivo hours, 
during a portion of which time the vessel 
was run on the measured mile. The re- 
sult was an all-round mean speed of 9^ 
knots per hour, which gave every satis- 
faction to those on board. Mr. Taylor 
has had a similar pair of engines working 
at 100 lb. pressure in use for about four 
years on board tho ship Isa, belonging to 
a Newcaatle gentleman. Mr. \V. l3enny, 
of Dumbarton, it may bo added,, in hia 
recent Watt commemoration lecture at 
(irenock, referred to this type of engine, 
and stated that in his opinion shipbuild- 
ers and shipowners must look to engines 
uf thia class, aiid: to high pressure, for 
improved speed and greater economy in 
tho work of ocean-going ateaniers.

Za Franco Dead.; ox;^Onl7 Asloop ? 

France is, for the moment, out nf api- 
rits, and Frenchmen out <if spirils are 
resigned; but the national clriracler i.s 
not in which that mootl lasts long. Tlie 
French are sure, in a very short period, 
to wake up to their usual keen intereats 
in what is passing,. to express their usual 
susceptibility to',fl(6'wor]d's opinion, ami 
to long for infltionce and dignity in 
Europe; The sliglitest event— a single 
speech from M. Gambotta — may inlhionco 
the whole country, while the statesmen 
are undoubtiadly only watching until the 
tide flowsagain. The contest of the iiar- 
ties is never over, though tho " parties " 
may soon bo Badicalsand ModoRiteK, in- 
atead of Liberals and Reactionaries; and 
the momentary lull will not prevent the 
strife from becoming once more lively, as 
well aa bitter. The humdrum quality of 
the Government will not be endured, 
much less admired, for any length of limo, 
and when the battU reopens wo ahall all 
be surprised at the shortness of the pause. 
M. (lambetta, to begin with, has no in- 
tention nf oll'acing himself, and he is noiv 
a simple Deputy, with the right to use all 
his oratorical and strategic power in form- 
ing an oppoaitioii, or, rather, a party pre- 
pared at any moment to take tho reins. 
Tho point at which tho present quieaceuco 
will break up is not, of course, visible, but 
it will most probably bo some occurrence 
in the East which will force France to de- 
cide whether her inditi'eronco is to bo real 
or permanent. Such an occurrence may 
happen any day, as may also somo deadly 
quarrel among the groups of tho Chamber 
now in so wonderful and slightly suspici- 
ous an amidity. The Chamber has hither- 
to fiiilcd to give a steady majority to any 
oii^, ami is not likely to give it to Mr. Do- 
Frev' iiK't, just beeauso he is willing to do 
the veiy least possible both at home and 
abr.iiul. That inaction is acceptable to 
France during her moinontury pause, but 
it i-N III i.nii.sonance neither with her por- 
uKuieni luuqierainent nor her real desire 
to retrieve the position in the world' for- 
feited by tho events in 1870 and their tre- 
mendous results. — LumIoii F.ronnDiist.

ThoJo'wa InRuflsla. 

We have been asked to publish the l.'l- 
Itiwing extract from "Autocracy in Poland 
and Russia," by Julien .'\llen: - 

I have previou.sly slightly alluded to 
the Jews. One of the modern geograph- 
ies mentions them as enjoying more privi- 
leges in Poland than in any other Kuro- 
uean country. This is a mistake. They 
are more ill-treated in Ibissia tliaii in 
any other port. They faro even worsi' 
lhan tiio serfs, .and are, empliatically the 
wliite slaves of Russia. They are not 
permitted to own either houses or land, 
except in some cities, where, by dint of 
concealment, they have amassed auHicient 
means to purchase, and by the same cau- 
tious method have become property-own- 
ers. After this much is aceonipliahed 
they become useful as tax-payero, and in 
various ways can be made to subserve the 
interests of government. Therefore, if 
they act discretly, they are likely to re- 
main unmolested. 

They are a shrewd, calculating people; 
their intellects appear to have been sharp- 
ened by oppression, but the moral sense 
has btsen perverted. They are an anoma- 
ly. Oppressed and ilcgraded as wc find 
them, they seen to have an intuitive per- 
ception of the ruling passion in man or 
nation; and being cut ofl' from every inll u- 
encp sayo that which money can confer, 
as a consequence the amassing of wealth 
has become their chief object, not as an 
end, perhaps, but as a means. Power is 
I ho j<reat desideratum with all who are 
not in the exercise of pure, Christian be- 
nevolence. Money is power; and through 
this power opens the only avenue to in- 
ritience for this straightened and con- 
lieipiied people. Their craft is indestrnc- 
rible— it may bn read in the keen, rest- 
less eye of the lowest si)ecimcii among 
them — they may he debased in sentiment 
and ^corrupt in action, but, but they 
cannot be rendered lethargic and insensi- 
ble. Few, however, are able to achieve 
anything like comfort or independence, 
hut as they all contiivo to obtain some 
amount of knowledge from e.ach other, 
this, joined to natural (piickneas, is ren- 
dered available, even under tho closest 
restrictions' that are imposed upon them. 

The taxes levied upon the .lews are be- 
yond the conception of a free and C'hris- 
riau people. I'irst there is a liead lax, 
then a tax upon ever door and window in 
their houses, also a lax upon every de- 
scription of food they eat, and, in .short, 
upon everything that supports existence, 
with the exception of air and w.ater, antl 
with regard to these, their labor is so 
contrived that they obtain but a scanty 
supply. In order to meet these taxes 
they ate often subjected to dreadful hard- 
ship, and the miserable creatures will 
have recourse to any plan to .satisfy the 
liemand. 

Twice in the year an order is sent forth 
by tlio Emperor for impressment to tlio 
army, and by night tlie Jewish houses arc 
forcibly entered, and all male cliildren 
between' the ages of thirteen and fifteen 
years are torn from their agonized parents 
that t)iey may be prepared to servo as 
Russian soldiers. These scenes are heart- 
rending, for never are found more strong 
family attachments than among this un- 
t'ortunato race. The boys are taken to a 
retired part of the country, and there are 
itistructed in aiid compelled to adopt the 
(Jreek religion, and when arrived at the 
age of oigiitcen years they arc incorporat- 
ed with the army for twenty years. 

Tho ayatom of Jewish educatioit is also 
the care of Oovenment. Their teachera 
nuwt be Jews, aijd... none other. Thes 
teiach'ei's'are'required 16 procure licenaos, 
for' which they mn.stpay exorbitantly, luul 
then even the met hod of teacliing i.s jm c- 
gciibed by law. Their very sanctuaries 
are invaded by the demon of despotism; 



their priests must purc|,ase licenses, and 
their mode of wursliip is dictated by flo- 
vernment. Tho same power also .appoints 
a priest (wlio, by the w.ay, is a Jew), to 
exercise strict espionage during tho'exer- 
ciscs of the Synagogue. 

Some years since the l-hn[)cri'r made a 
law reijnirinr/ them to ehange their die-;s 
for that of tl>o peasants . This was con- 
sidered a great calamity. They inunedi- 
ately resorted lo iheir syuayot:vie:i and 
fasted and prayed fcT tlie removal nl' (he 
evil; but prayers aiul l.isiliii; were of no 
avail, and they had oveutually to submit. 
In some few instances, there was a refusal, 
but the offenders wero impri.soned, which, 
of courao, deterred others from the use- 
less rebellion. ( )ne ;ni;;ht freqnei)tly see 
.lows in nearly a state of nudity, they in't 
hating suflicient means to procuriv the 
clpihcs ordered by tho Oovernmcnt. The 
pieces cut from the long gowns would have 
sufliced to make garments for their ehihl- 
ren, but even that privilege was denied 
them, these pieces being allowed as por- 
luisites to the soldiers who olliciated in 
cutting oil'. 

If this work shall serve to throw any 
light upon the actual condition of so large 
a portion of our race who are suflerin^ in 
tho condition of Russian despotism, if it 
will help to awaken the sympathies of cn- 
ligldi-ned philanthropy; if it enhances 
the appreciation I'f liberty in more favor- 
ed countries; in short, if it adds ulio tittle 
of eviilence against the princiiiles of des- 
potism, it will n >t ha\(? been written in 
vain, and the aim of the author will be 
attained.
